MEETING WITH YUGOSLAV AMBASSADOR PETRIC - 

YUGOSLAV AMB PETRIC TOLD AMB SCRANTON CUBANS WERE ONLY ONES 
PUSHING PUERTO RICAN ITEM WITHIN NONALIGNED; STRESSED VIEW 
THAT "PUERTO RICAN NATIONAL LIBERATION MOVEMENT" WHICH ENJOYED 
CUBA'S SUPPORT CONSISTED ONLY OF A FEW INDIVIDUALS RESIDING 
IN CUBA, NOT IN PUERTO RICO; AND SAID YUGOSLAVIA WOULD DO ALL IT 
COULD TO KEEP REFERENCE OF THIS "MOVEMENT" OUT OF COLOMBO 
DECLARATION. ON KOREA, HE SAID YUGOSLAVIA AND OTHERS WOULD TRY TO 
PERSUADE NORTH KOREANS THAT SEEKING TO EXCLUDE SOUTH KOREA FROM A 
KOREAN PEACE ARMISTICE WAS UNREALISTIC AND LESSENED SUPPORT FOR

COMMITTEE ON RIGHTS OF PALESTINIANS - 

THE COMMITTEE ON THE EXERCISE OF THE INALIENABLE RIGHTS OF THE 
PALESTINIANS APPROVED SLIGHTLY MODIFIED FINAL VERSION OF REPORT 
MAY 19. SYRIA PROPOSED CLARIFICATION TO PARAGRAPH 31, CONCERNING 
RESERVATIONS OF CERTAIN DELEGATIONS REGARDING REQUEST FOR ICJ 
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ADVISORY OPINION, SO THAT IT WOULD NOT APPEAR THAT THE COMMITTEE 
WAS AFRAID OF THE OUTCOME; INDIA SUGGESTED WORDING CHANGE; AND 
THE ACTING CHAIRMAN ASKED THE RAPPORTEUR TO CONSULT WITH THE TWO 
DELEGATIONS BEFORE ADDING THE CLARIFICATION. 

TUNISIA THEN RAISED THE QUESTION OF WHAT THE COMMITTEE EXPECTED

COMMITTEE OF 24 - 

THE COMMITTEE HELD A SPECIAL MEETING MAY 19 IN OBSERVANCE OF THE 
WEEK OF SOLIDARITY WITH THE COLONIAL PEOPLES OF SOUTHERN AFRICA 
FIGHTING FOR FREEDOM, INDEPENDENCE AND EQUAL RIGHTS. A STATEMENT 
BY SYG WALDHEIM WAS READ ON HIS BEHALF, AND OTHER SPEAKERS 
WERE: CHAIRMAN OF COMMITTEE OF 24, FRANCE ON BEHALF SC 
PRESIDENT, ACTING PRESIDENT OF NAMIBIA COUNCIL, APARTHEID 
COMMITTEE CHAIRMAN, OAU EXECUTIVE SECRETARY, CHAIRMEN OF 
REGIONAL GROUPS, OBSERVER OF LEAGUE OF ARAB STATES, AND 
REPRESENTATIVE OF SOUTH WEST AFRICA PEOPLES ORGANIZATION (SWAPO). 

COMMITTEE OF 24 CHAIRMAN SALIM (TANZANIA) WAS CONVINCED THAT 
ALL ATTEMPTS TO BRING ABOUT A NEGOTIATED SETTLEMENT BASED 
ON MAJORITY RULE FOR ZIMBABWE HAD FAILED AND "THAT THE CRISIS 
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IS ALREADY UPON US AND THAT THE ARMED STRUGGLE FOR LIBERATION IS 
AT HAND." HE APPEALED TO THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY TO DO ALL 
IT COULD TO PREVENT THE CARRYING OUT OF THE DEATH SENTENCES ON
